(T he president'is Lincoln day speech 
w as delivered the night of Feb. 12 in 
New York.)

J«.or a second explanation of this tel­ 
egram! was made, saving it was in 
response to a me .usage of congratula­ 
tion from McLean on another m atter. 
T hree statem ents in all were issued 
from the white house. 
The first wa* 
in explanation of a telegram having 
to do with a d istrict com m issioner­ 
ship, sent dan. 1 2 . 
Senator lxidge (Rep., Mas**.), -stat­ 
ing that he spoke on the authority of 
P resident Coolidge, offered the sen­ 
ate what he called “the whole story” 
of Coolidge’s telegram s to McLean. 
Lodge said the fit dog rams w ere *• per­ 
fectly innocent.”

1923 to 2800 Borrowers. 
The annual report of the Circleville 
Public 
library 
shows 
that 32,750 
books were issued for home reading 
during 1923. 
Of these, 14,976 were to 
boys and girls. 
The largest gains in 
classes of books read were in travel, 
science, history and religion. 
The or­ 
der of popularity for 
all books 
read 
was: 
Fiction, 
Literature, 
Bound 
Magazines, Fine 
Arts, Useful 
Arts, 
Religion, Philosophy, 
Language 
and 
General Works. The last three repre­ 
sent classes of which the library has 
the fewest books. 
At the close 
of the 
year 
there 
were 20,580 volumes 
in the 
library. 
During the year, 738 had been added, 
80 by gift, 82 by the binding of maga­ 
zines and the remainder by purchase. 
209 volumes were discarded, 102 were 
rebound and 2,943 were repaired in 
the library; 571 books were cataloged 
requiring the writing of 3,084 cards. 
The active registration of borrowers 
is over 2,800.

390 new patrons during the year; 364 
monthly subscription fees were paid 
by non resident borrowers and two 
yearly subscriptions.
